REPLYING TOA QUESTION i in the House of Com- 
mons asking for assurance that no agreement 
with Allied powers or others which might ham- 
per a just.settlement at the end of the war would 
be made, Mr. R. A. Butler, Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs, said that it was not the Govern- 
ment intention to take any step which might pre- 
vent satisfaction being reached .at the end of 
the war.

The City of Flint was ordered not 
to use her wireless and when . the 
Deutschland was about a quarter of 
a mile away ° she broke the German 
ensign. 

A boarding party came 
in an open boat and examined 
ship's papers, 

Those on board the City of Filnt 
thought that they would be sent 
back to America, but the Germans 
sald they were sorry but they 
would have to take them ail to 
Germany. 

“PRIZE CREW 


An series: guard, consisting of 18 
_men—including a reserve officer, a 
warrant officer, two radio operators, 
a signal rating, a‘ ‘petty. officer, and 
other ratings — was put on board. 
Their “armament” consisted of a 
machine-gun,. hand grenades, revol- 
vers and bayonets.

PRESIDENT INEUNU, opening the National As-

The Pact only. comes ‘into effect: if 
some State seeks to trample on our 
lawful aspiratlons and, «apart, from 
this eventuality, our bonds with the 
Allies and our co-operation for the 
high ideal which we procla:med toge- 
ther, are not of a character to dis- 
turb .our normal friendly _ relations 
with other States. . 

We sincerely desire to keep the 
country outside the war zone, provid- 
ing that our: security is not compro- 
mised, nor undertakings violated. 


MOSCOW TALKS

Relations ‘between Japan’ and . the 
United States have been in the lime- 
light for'quite a long time, and 
especially so since the action of the 
State Department in Washington in 
denouncing .the Japanese-American 
Treaty of Commerce and Navigation 
orf July 26.: 


Denunciation of that Treaty was 


widely and correctly construed as a 


warning to-Dai Nippon that the United 
States-no longer. intended to. tolerate 
passively the injuries to American 
rights. and interests in China which 
have’ become a distinctive feature of 
the “New Order in East Asia.” 

On October 20, the American Am- 
bassador in Tokyo, Mr. Joseph C. 
Crew, took occasion to underline that 
warning in the course of an address 


before 700 Japanese notables in the - 


Japanese capital. Because of its frank 
outspokeness, so unusual. in the ac- 
cepted language of diplomacy, the ad-- 
dress has been given great attention 
and deservedly so. 

The Japanese were told, in effect, 
that the United States Government 
and the American people are far from 
satisfied with what Japan is doing in 
China and.that Japan will have to. 
mend her ways if she is to preserve 
friendly relations with the United 
States. ; 

Whether . Mr. Crew’s speech 
will have the salutary effect that 
evidently was intended, is still a moot 
question. C e thing is certain: Japan 
will no. longer be able to conceul her 
predatory actions on the Asiatic main- 
land behind a smokescreen of diplo- 
matic hypocrisy and evasiveness—and 
get away with it—“China Weekly.

INVASION OF ENGLAND? 

If may be safely assumed, however, 
that the Reich will refrain from in- 
fringing the neutrality of Holland and 
Belgium until the last moment. When 
it happens it will be the result of 
counsels of desperation, for while few 
believe Herr Hitler’s assurances that 
the neutrality of these two countries 
will be respected, the effect upon 
world, opinion of any German attack 
upon them, is something which even 
Der Fuehrer cannot lightly ignore.

RATIONING IN 
- BRITAIN | 


* London, To-day. 


THE MINISTER OF FOOD made a statement in the 
Commons yesterday on rationing. 


He made clear that supplies of foodstuffs were so| 


far satisfactory in the Government's. judgment 


-as not to require the 


introduction of rationing 


except in cases of butter and bacon. 


_ Even in the cases of these commo- 
dities it was anticipated that supplies 
_ would = increase later. Moreover, 
rationing of these two foods’ will not 
take effect until the middle of next 
month. 

In view of the favourable develop- 
ment of the situation in- respect of 
food supplies, the original rationing 
scheme which was prepared for in- 
troduction, if the need arose, on the 
outbreak of war, .and covered a num- 
ber of staple commodities, has‘had to 
be modified to suit. the very limited 
and moderate instalment of ration- 
ing which is going to be applied. 

“STEPS DESIRABLE 

Mr. W. S. Morrison told the Com- 
mons that the Government had de~ 
- eided it was desirable to take neces- 
sary steps to enable the rationing of 
individual consumers to be put into 
operation. 

Instructions would accordingly be 
~ given for the issue of an appropriate 
ration book to every individual con- 
sumer, 

There were, Kewever, only two com- 
modities, namely bacon and butter, 
which the Government considered it 
necessary to ration, and even in the 
case of these commodities it was not 
proposed to begin rationing before the 
middle of next month. The actual 
date: would be announced later. 

PERISHABLES 


“Both commodities we propose to 
ration are perishable. Neither com- 
modity was suitable for storage and 
consequently no Government reserve 
of either existed on the outbreak of 
hostilities. : 

Later on we expect supplies to in- 
crease but for the present imports 
from European sources have .been re- 
duced and there has not been suffi- 
cient time to fill the gap from more 
distant sources of .supply. 

The amount of ration.of these com- 
modities will depend on the supply 
position from time to time. 

Provided imports continue at the 
present rate, ‘as there is good reason 
for assuming they will, the ration 
for both bacon and butter will be 
four ounces per week for every in- 
dividual consumer, that is, one pound 
of bacon and one pound of butter for 
a family. of four persons.” 

SUGAR ENOUGH ‘ 

The Food Minister reviewed the 
position of several other commodities. 

In the case of sugar, supplies in 
sight, both home produced and im- 
ported, were sufficient for normal, re~- 
quirements. 

His conclusion was that ‘there was 
no need at present to impose ration~ 
ing for any commodity other than 
bacon and butter, 

The manufacture of margarine had 
been greatly ‘increased since the out~ 
break of war. The quantity of cook- 
ing fats available was equal to 
normal. . 

In the case of meat, for which Bri- 
tain was dependent upon imports for 
about one half of its requirements, 
adequate supplies should continue to 
be available. — 

‘ DELAYS IN ARRIVALS. 

During the last few weeks there 
had been some reduction in the 
volume ‘of imported supplies available 
in, certain districts. 

This had been due to additional 
allocations to the fighting services, 
coupled with inevitable delay in the 
arrival of. meat ships while the con-

Dis- 
charge and loading of cargo was 
continuously carried out from the 
time of arrival until departure on 
October 21. General cargo was load- 
ed in the lower forehead holds and 
‘lower aft holds and on deck. Live- 
stock wus located between decks, in 
proper stalls especially constructed 
for the purpose. - ‘ 

All tanks were filled prior to sail- 
ing, with the exception of No. 5, 
which -was filled after. the ship had 
sailed from harbour; This was 
checked.

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TO-DAY’S STRANGE STORY OF REAL PEOPLE 


NO. 97 — THE CASE OF 
DR. WILLIAM H. WILSON 


BY VINCENT TOWNE 


“It's poisoned! Save the bottle!.” 
With this cry of terror Dr. William 
H. Wilson, a Philadelphia physician, 
fell. into a convulsion, during which 
a quarter of an hour later herdied in 
Breat agony, 

Dr. Wilson had been -enjoying a 
very profitable practice. On Tues- 
day, June 23, 1908, he received by 
express a small. wooden box contain- 
ing a bottle of ale, and accompanied 
by a letter typewritten upon station- 
ery bearing the head of a Philadelphia 
brewing concern. The letter request- 
ed the physician to sample the pro- 
duct and inclosed a blank form of 
testimonial for his signature. Dr. 
Wilson put the ale in his refrigerator 
and went to his bungalow at Corn- 
wells, Pa, | where he was in 
the habit of treating some of his 
wealthiest suburban patients. 

Returning home on the night of 
June 26, he looked about him for a 
cooling drink, opened the icebox, 
noticed the ale and poured out a 

. glassful, which he proceeded to drink. 
But he had no sooner ‘swallowed the 
beverage than he uttered the alarm 
quoted above. .~ 

Analysis disclosed that the ale had 
been saturated with cyanide of potas- 
sium, a deadly poison, now common 
in our criminal annals, but very little 
known at that time. 

The cork of the bottle’ had been 
secured with red wax., into which 
at either side of the neck had been 
impressed a seal bearing the letter 
S. Upon the letterhead the name 
of the brewery firm was flanked on 
either side by another large S of a 
different design. The letter explained 
that the bottle was one of a number 
sent to physicians and stated that 
the brewers would appreciate the 
doctor’s signature on the  inclosed 
blank. There was nothing about the 
package, the bottle or the letter to 
excite suspicion. Everything was 
neatly prepared and ‘pore evidence 
that hundreds ‘of other such samples 
-had been sent out -with identical 
letters to physicians. 

The following day the coroner re- 
ceived a letter postmarked Bristol, 
Pa. signed “An injured husband and 
father,” and purporting to be from 
Dr. Wilson’s murderer. The alleged 
confession stated: “This letter is true 
in every: detail, and it proves I am 
the person who attended. to this 
matter. I. will tell you that the ale 
contained cyanide of potassium and 
there are two seals with the - letter 
capital S on the bottle.” 

Police and detectives left no stone 
unturned in their search for the 
criminal.

“It’s poisoned! 

The letterhead“df the brewery firm 
was proved to be a forgery, and a 
Philadelphia printer, suspected of 
the crime, was arrested, but succeed- 
ed in proving his innocence. The 
authorities were at their wits’ ends 
when there was received at the Phila- 
delphia office of the Associated Press 
a note written on the same typewriter 
as that which had produced the letter 
to the coroner. In this communica- 
tion the alleged murderer offered to 
sell a complete confession of the crime 
and give the profit to the six-year- 
old daughter of Dr. Wilson. But the 
detectives, after futile efforts to trap 
him, came to regard this mysterious 
correspondent as an innocent | person 
who was hoaxing them. : 

A year after the crime a news- 
paper writer who had been active 
upon the case received in the mail 
a long communication signed ‘The 
Executioner.” It stated: “I am the 
person who’ killed Dr. William  H. 
Wilson just one year ago to-day. 
For purposes which you will later 
understand, I have prepared an ar- 
ticle upon the subject for which I 
wish an audience. I shall take the 
liberty of expressing you a small box 
containing the . entire matter and 
everything pertaining to it.that I 
have.” 

The box was received. It. con- 
tained the “confession,” copies of let- 
ters used in correspondence with Dr. 
Wilson’s widow, and certain articles 
which caused a commotion at police 
headquarters. One was a steel die 
marked with the initial S and bearing 


a tag which stated “Seal used on two |’ 


impressions on wax sealing bottle at 
neck,” a type initial letter S of 36- 
point Stuyvesant labeled “The initial 
used on each side of the letterhead 
of the decoy letter,” several lines of 
type, set up, bound together and 
tagged “Type used in printing decoy 
return blank;” also a small bit, of 
-wood bearing the impression of a

hammer. Concerning this last ~ the 


alleged murderer wrote 


“I sent you an impression of the 
same hammer with which I nailed 
‘the box containing the poisoned ale. 
The wood is’ of the same. used in the 
box, this merely to prove authentic- 
ity. ” 

When these articles were compared 
with those held in evidence .by the 
police microscopic examination failed 
to show any discrepancies. The. seal 
exactly fit the impression upon the 
wax, the initial S in type bore a 
nick reproduced upon the letterhead, 
and the type coincided exactly with 
that used upon the decoy testimonial; 
also, the wood bore hammer prints 
of the same size as those upon the 
poison package. 

“Now this event closes for me a 
year of extraordinary events,” wrote 
the alleged murderer, “My grief has. 
been, more than words ‘can wield 
the matter’ —~,a- grief?’ that makes 
breath poor and speech unable.’ ” 

The identity of the alleged mur- 
derer was never discovered, and the 
murder of Dr. Wilson remains  to-~ 
day a mystery even blacker than 
it was at the moment when he’ gasp- 
ed out his dying. breath.
